CLEARED OF NAZIS 


BY SOVIET TROOPS; 


IN MOSCOW AREA 


Russians Report Invaders 
Stil Falling Back West- 
ward—300 of 600 Ger- 
mans Killed in Ski At- 
tack on Town.

MOSCOW, Feb. 10 (AP).—The 
Red Army, having cleared three 
provinces in the Moscow area of 
invaders, pushed on today in the 
face of stubborn Nazi resistance 
and the Germans’ own version of 


the scorched-earth policy—appica- 
tion of the torch to each village 
and settlement which they are 
forced to surrender. 

With the Nazis already complete- 
ly driven out of Moscow province 
and Tula and Ryaban Provinces to 
the south, Russian divisions were 
reported to have freed a large por- 
tion of the Kalinin region north- 
west of the capital, and to be con- 
tinuing their advance against with- 
drawing German columns in the 
Leningrad sector, east of Smo- 
lensk on the central front, and in 
the Ukraine in the south. 

On the Kalinin front, the Nazis 
for the first time used ski troops in 
large numbers. Soviet dispatches 
deciared 300 were killed out of a 
force of 600 which tried to break 
the encircled Russians’ hold on a 
populated place. 

New Red Army gains were re- 
ported by the Soviet Information 
Bureau, including the recapture of 
seven populated places, but it still 
adhered to its recent policy of si- 
lence on specific names and sec- 
tors. 

The Russians claimed to have 
liberated 80 cities and over 4800 
towns and villages between Nov. 
29 and Feb. 7. 

Only the Kalinin front was 
named in the midday communique, 
which said a Russian column killed 
400 German officers and men in 
two assaults there and then re- 
pulsed a Nazi counterattack. 

These claims followed a night 

ommunique which pictured the 

rmans as falling back westward 
from “one village after another.” 

The Russians were reported mak- 
ing their greatest progress in the 
Donets Basin despite heavy snow- 
storms. 

In the Crimea, Soviet command- 
ers said the Germans had lost 40,- 
000 or more men in the battle for 


the Sevastopol naval base alone. ~* 


An announcement that 204 Ger- 
man planes have been destroyed 
since Feb. 1 against 49 Soviet 
losses indicated a sharp spurt in 
aerial warfare in recent days. 

United States officials said Amer- 
fcan fighter planes are in action 
in Russia, but that American pilots 
were not flying them. The Rus- 
sians had reported American-made 
planes were operating in several 
sectors. 

Two American pilots, Capt. John 
R. Alison and Lieut. Hubert Zemke, 
have been stationed at the embas- 
sy here to supervise the assembly 
and the first flights of Tomahawk 
planes delivered to Russia.

Throughout last night and early 

today artillery fire roared from 
the west. The northern sky was 
bright with the glow of oil tanks 
which have been burning for sev- 
eral days. 
The noise of battle intensified 
after dawn. The drone of Japanese 
dive bombers and the sharper 
cracks of British anti-aircraft 
guns could be heard from the sec- 
tor where British, Australian and 
Indian troops. were fighting to 
stem the Japanese advance. 

More than once this morning 
residents heard the whine of ma- 
chine-gun bullets as enemy planes 
flew low over the outskirts of the 
city. 

The fire glow of last night -be- 
came a morning pall of gray smoke 
which hung low over the north- 
ern part of the island. Above the 
gray blanket of haze, .darker 
smoke billowed upward forming a 
great black pillar which dominated 
the battle zone. 


Australians Engage Invaders. 


As the Japanese moved east- 
ward, newly landed forces in the 
Kranji estuary were engaged by 
Australian fighters. The Japa- 
nese used steel troop landing craft 
to cross the narrow moat, Paying 
a heavy price in casualties, they 
still came on. 

It was known that five Japa- 
nese divisions, perhaps 100,000 men, 
were in Malaya and evidence to- 
day was that all were concentrated 
either in South Johore or on the 
island, 

Singapore City had one air raid 
alert this morning, but enemy 
planes were constantly bombing 
and strafing troops deployed over 
the northern defenses. 

As in a special communique is- 
sued last night, British headquar- 
ters said the enemy had main- 
tained continuous dive bombing 
and machinegun attacks on impe- 
rial forward areas in the western 
sector ag well as high level bomb- 
ing attacks by large formations of 
planes. 

Infiltration Tactics. 

“At the same time, he has main- 
tained heavy pressure and has con- 
tinued -to infiltrate in this area,” 
the communique said.

Rout of Singapore Defense — 


Threatened by Jap Air Superiority 


Quick Victory Would Give Invaders Strategic 
Prize at Low Cost — Enemy Has Ad- — 
vantage in Seasoned ——

LONDON, Feb. 10.—What was 
expected to be “Singapore’s fight 
to the last man” is now danger- 
ously close to becoming a rout—a 
lightning-like and overwhelming 
defeat involving capture or anni- 
hilation of tens of thousands of 
Allied troops almost before they 

have even begun to fight. 

If that happens—and it looked 
like a thousand-to-one probability 
today—the Japanese will have cap- 
tured one of the biggest strategic 
plums in the world at ridiculously 
low cost and the Allies will have 
learned again the lessen which 
they cannot learn too often— 
namely, that comparatively untried 
troops unprotected against air at- 
tack simply cannot stand up to 
skilled, courageous veterans sup- 
ported by air power. 

This lesson was being pounded 
home today as two Japanese invad- 
ing: forces, one from the west and 
the other from the north, sliced 
their way on through the Allied 


troops until they were - wtrtually 
within sight of Singapore city. 
Their rapid progress indicated 
they were outfighting Allied infan- 
try and the frenzied activity of 
their dive-bombers made it look as 
though the fighting was not all of 
the desperate hand-to-hand type 
for which the situation seemed to 
call. 

There can be no question about 
the courage of the defenders. The 
situation as it stands today is due 
rather to the violence of the dive- 
bombing attacks, which are made 
possible by lack of adequate fighter 
defense, and to the fact that the 
defenders have not had the dis- 
cipline which comes of long. years 
of active service. 

The Japanese troops are prod- 
ucts of the military machine which 
has been kept keyed to a high 
pitch of efficiency for 20 years. 
Most of them have had the bene- 
fit of Japan's five-year war in 
China. Most of the British im- 
perial troops that face them have 
been in the army only two years 
or less and few of them ever had 
seen action before,

Private Detectives Suggested. 

Boehm testified that Hawkins 
suggested the employment of a 
private detective agency and rec- 
ommended an Hastern firm. 

“I told him,” Boehm continued, 
“that our experience with private 
detectives hag been unsatisfactory, 
that it seemed to me that most re- 
port from such agencies had been 
written in the back rooms of sa- 
loons. 

“They would always write about 
mysterious movements of door- 
knobs and I asked them why they 
didn’t open the doors and find out 
what was going on, and they 
would say there might be Federal 
people in there and that they didn’t 
want to get mixed up in it.” 

Boehm gaid that Hawkins then 
promised’ to send some detectives 
to St. Louis “who were not of that 
class.” 

While he and Egan were in New 
York for this conference with 
Hawkins and Fogarty, Boehm said, 
Sealy returned to New, York and 
came to see him and Egan at 
their hotel. 

“Sealy started talking about the 
handling of contributions,” Boehm 
said, “saying it was a dog’s job 
and that he had to take a lot of 
kidding about sticky fingers. He 
commiserated with me because I 
had the same job in St. Louis.” 

Boehm told of sending Laun to 
Washington in January, 1939, to in- 
terview Fogarty—an interview pre- 
viously and picturesquely described 
by Laun in his testimony.. Boehm 
said Laun reported to him that Fo- 
garty was “very frightened,” and 
did not wish it to be known that 
Laun had seen him; but that Fo- 
garty expressed confidence in Egan 
and Boehm, and predicted that “all 
would come out right.” 

Public Relations Man. ' ‘ 

Boehm related that, in February, 
1939, Fogarty sent Carl Byoir here 
to aid the company in meeting the 
prospective inquiry. Fogarty, he 
said, recommended Byoir as a very 
clever public relations man, who, 
according to Fogarty, had saved 
Harrison Williams (now board 
chairman of North American) from 
being indicted in another investi- 
gation in 1937. 

At a conference in Egan’s office, 
Boehm testified, it was arranged 
to employ Walter Lundgren, New 
York lawyer, assisted by Franklin 
Lincoln, to aid the company in the 
prospective inquiry, It was agreed, 
Boehm said, that Lundgren should 
receive $150 a day for work outside 
New York, and $100 in New York; 
$1250 a month for Lincoln; ex- 
penses of both and their. wives; 
and any aid they might need.

“Hamilton talked to us about 
raising funds so he could put $50,- 
000 in his gafe deposit box to show 
to the SEC,” Boehm testified. “The 
suggestion floored most of us, but 
Laun thought it was all right. 
Egan did not care to have any of 
his currency rattling around in 
Hamilton’s box, and I felt the 
same way about it.

Other interests which should have been considered 
by the Novack committee either were ignored or did 
not weigh heavily in its deliberations. For the plain 
fact is that its redistricting would be seriously out 
of date even before it could be enacted. 

The committee has, it is true, reduced the size of 
outlying residential wards, which have grown rapid- 
ly in recent years. It has added to the rotten borough 
downtown wards. But it has stopped this corrective 
work much too soon. The old disparity between 
40,636 registered voters in the Twenty-fourth Ward 
and 8737 in the Fifth has been supplanted with a 
new disparity. This would be the obvious inequality 
between the new Eleventh Ward with .17,771 regis- 
tered voters and the Fifth with 12,534, 

In short, we would have at the outset, and before. 
there are further population changes, one ward with 
only two-thirds as many voters as another. It would 
take only two voters in the most sparsely settled 
ward to equal three votes in the most populous 
ward, 

That is not the worst of it. The Novack committee 
has drawn its lines so that the wards which would 
have more voters than the average of about 15,500 
per ward would be the residential wards, which have 
grown in population and presumably will go on 
growing. Those which would have less than the 
average are for the moat part the river wards or the 
wards in the depressed part of the city, which have 
lost population and probably will continue to lose 
population. 7 

A redistricting drawn with an eye to the future 
would be just the reverse. It would allow for the 
continued growth of the residential wards. It would 
also allow for further depopulation of the downtown 
area and the river wards. It certainly would not 
shut its eyes to population movements about which 
everyone in the city knows only too well. 

An inspection of the proposed redistricting shows 
that 11 of the city’s 28 wards would front along the 
river, some of them for only a few blocks. Would it 
not be desirable, now that we are to elect Aldermen 
by wards, to bring as much population uniformity as 
possible to the wards? 

If so, the riverfront sections should be brought 
together in so far as is practical, not parceled out 
as parts of wards which extend west into the city. 
The latter plan may have its political uses; it holds 
no benefit for the voters. 

The Novack committee plan is no more than a 
starter. Much remains to be done before a satis- 
factory redistricting is achieved. 
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BOUND FOR THE CHEESE CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Wisconsin has achieved eminence in the nation 
as the State which produces the most cheese. If 
first place is entitled to all that notice, second place 
should have some attention, and second place is * 
cupied now by none other than Missouri. 

Our ‘authority is the irrefutable National Cheese 
Institute, which informs us that this commonwealth 
has jumped from seventh place to runner-up in the 
| last year. The Ozarks region has gone into cheese- 
making in a big way, with the result that Spring- 
field, the “Queen City,” last year produced 30,000,000 
; pounds, to raise itself to still greater distinction as 
the “cheese capital of all Southwestern states.” 

So look out, Wisconsin. Missouri is pressing close 
and will never be content with anything but the top 
of the heap. Meantime, we'll take another cut of 
— more zip the better. 
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BELATED ACTION ON SHIPPING. 

For months, one of the tightest among all defense 
bottlenecks has been shipping. This bottleneck has 
hampered the sending of needed supplies to our own 
forces and to our British, Russian and Chinese allies. 
It has handicapped the accumulation of such strategic 
materials as rubber and tin. A vast construction | 
program has been authorized, but it is far from even 
a start: only 123 of the 2000 proposed new 
ships had been built by Jan. 1, 

Despite all these critical developments, there has 
apparently been little real effort to make the best 
possible use of the limited number of ships available. 
The Army, Navy and Maritime Commission have 
worked at cross-purposes. A Post-Dispatch Wash- 
ington correspondent disclosed a few days ago that, 
because of divided or non-existent responsibility, 
ships transporting nitrates from Chile and bauxite 
from Dutch Guiana were empty on the southward 
trip, despite Latin America’s urgent need for our 
exports. Worst of all, cargoes from the Pacific area 
for almost a year past included millions of pounds 
of such non-essentials as mother-of-pearl, feathers, 
carpets and tapioca, instead of the vital products 
which are now running short.

counted by the authorities. The fire,‘according to 
them, was started by a welder’s torch. It raced 
through the liner with the speed of the wind.

How- 
ever, it seems that few safeguards were provided 
against the obvious risk of fire. Why this lack of pre- 
caution during wartime, when, less than ever, we 
can afford such waste?.. An investigation has been 
‘started, and there is altogether too much ground for 
believing that it will disclose a little Pearl Harbor, 
another case of indeferisible carelessness.

Grades, Show More Leadership Than 
— — Students. 


Burroug In regard to grades, the pro- | 
proved. slightly but consistently su-| gressive school graduates aver- | 
perior to graduates of traditional; aged 2.52 in college and the tra- | 
type high schools in an eight-year | 
study of their college careers, re- 
sults of which were published to- 
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day. 

The study, described as the most 
intensive comparison of progressive 
and traditional education ever 
made, was conducted by a special 
commission of the Progressive Edu- 
cation Association, headed by Wil- 
ford M. Aiken, former director of 
John Burroughs and now a profes- 
sor at the Ohio State University 
College of Education. 

The research work employed 400 
experts and cost $500,000, which 
was provided. by the Rockefeller 
General Education Board and the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York. 

Think More Clearly. 

It showed, the commission re- 
ported, that boys and girls from 
the 30 progressive schools, which 
ranged from private preparatory 
schools for the well-to-do to public 
high schools in poor city districts 
scattered over the country, showed 
more leadership, thought more 
clearly, had a better understanding 
of democracy, took a keener in- 
terest in good books, art and 
music and got slightly better col- 
lege grades than graduates of tra- 
ditional “high schools. 

As defined by some educators, 
the progressive schoo] concentrates 
on fullest possible development of 
the individual .and his creative 
energies,. while the traditional 
school emphasizes training of the 
mind, with identity of opportunity 
for all pupils. 

The report is particularly time 
ly, it was said, because the war 
has forced colleges to shorten their 
courses and simplify their system 
of admissions, making it important 
to select students who will profit 
most from college education. 


Graduates of ordinary or tradi- 
tional high schools were less ade- 
quately prepared to meet the prob- 
lems of living, and seemed to lack 
drive and a central purpose, Aiken 
commented, adding: “In this they 
reflect an underlying aimlessness 
in the schools themselves.” 

This condition, in turn, the com- 


: _ mission blamed on college entrance 


requirements, which force high 
schools to teach certain specified 
subjects and consequently discour- 
age experimentation. 

The test was conducted by care- 
fully following the careers in 25 
liberal arts colleges of 1475 gradu- 
ates of progressive schools, match- 
ing each one with a graduate of a 
traditional school who had the 
same intelligence rating and simi- 
lar community and family back- 
ground, 

Grade Differences Slight. 

Although in some instances, par- 
ticularly in college grades, differ- 
ences. between the two groups were 
small, the progressive group was 
so consistently -uperior that the

“The failure of preparatory 
schools and colleges to co-ordinate 
their work has resulted in enorm- 
ous waste of time, effort and 
money,” was another conclusion. 
“The tragic consequences to thou- 
sands of boys and girls are beyond 
all measurement.” 

The so-called “eight-year study” 
originated at a convention of the 
Progressive Education Association 
in Washington in 1930, at which 
200 high school principals. and 
teachers decided American senior 
and junior high schools were doing 
@ poor job. 

Felt Schools Purposeless. 

The schools, they felt, had no} 
clear purpose, turned out gradu- 
ates who were not even competent 
in the use of the English lan- 
guage, taught dry and lifeless sub- 
jects, and failed to give their stu- 
dent any intellectual ambition or 
appreciation of democratic ideals.

Writer Finds English Capital Gay Again 
Despite the Blackouts — Theaters are 
Crowded and Smart West End Restaur- 


ants Jammed With Diversion Seekers. 


LONDON, Feb. 9 


ONDON, in the third winter 
L of the war, i» like the classic 

figure of the drama that al- 
ternately wears a tragic and a 
comic mask. The spectator can. see 
both. Or by stubborn determina- 
tion, he can manage to see only the 
tragedy or only the comedy. 

At the moment, it would be no 
trick at all to see and take part 
exclusively in the comedy. It is 
easy to say that, at the moment, 
London is the gayest capital in 
Europe. But that old phrase has 
little meaning because, if you tick 
off the capitals of Hurope, none 
can be very jubilant at the mo- 
ment—with the possible exception 
of Moscow. 

But London is gay in this, the 
third winter of the war. At this 
time a year ago, she was under~ 
going the torments of hell night 
after night. The nightly raids, and 
sometimes daily, too, had been go- 
ing on since September. No one 
in London then, if he gave such 
matters a thought, ever dreamed 
that London would be gay again or 
that he would be part of that 
gaiety. 

But London has come to life with 
a bang this winter. Suddenly, de- 
spite the hazards of the blackout, 
her night life is booming. Her 
theaters are packed. Even in this 
bitter winter weather, I have seen 
queues of 300 persons standing 
patiently in front of a movie house 
for the show that goes on just 
after tea-time and again for the 
show around 7:30 p. m. 

The prim man who runs the 
ticket agency at the Savoy Hotel, 
where I have often bought theater 
tickets in London, shook his head 
sadly today when I tried to buy 
a pair of decent seats to see Rob- 
ert Morley in “The Man Who Came 
to Dinner.”
